Its agents are now 
operating both openly and subversively 
the victim nations, the rest the 
world. That the Soviet leadership more 
subtle, more practical, more cunning, and 
less impatient promoting its program 
expropriation and dominion, makes even 
more dangerous than the Hitler regime.

Things are the saddle, said Emerson, 
and the progressive deterioration our 
society before our very eyes the evolving 
result. has been going for four cen- 
turies but with greater momentum the 
last century. 

The machine has extended its range, its 
cunning, and its automatism and has pro- 
duced the amazing comforts and conven- 
iences which know and enjoy, and praise 


highly for what they are not intellectual, 


moral, spiritual gains. The sociologists 
were deceived and were the educators. 
The sociologists rationalized these gains 
industrialism, into the now bankrupt theory 
inevitable progress. remains casualty 
man’s reason part the sociological 
mythology the later nineteenth and 
earlier twentieth century. Our science has 
gone forward with leaps and bounds its 
discoveries the innermost forces and 
energies matter the universe revealing 
the one hand God’s amazing designs, 
and the other, man’s incapacity 
use these discovered forces and energies for 
benevolence rather than for destruction, for 
civilization rather than for barbarism, for 
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life rather than for death, for peace among 
the nations the world rather than 
means world destruction. 

free world, freedom speech and 
freedom thought are possible and desir- 
able they help make free world, nec- 
essary condition dynamic civilization 
aiming fuller, richer life. But the 
world which live have the loaded 
dice perverted propaganda and organiza- 
tion, and the manipulators cry loudly for 
freedom order destroy the very free- 
dom they invoke. pleasant quote 
and elevated spirit hear such 
lines Bryant’s quoted: 


Truth crushed earth shall rise again; 
Th’ eternal years God are her’s; 

But Error, wounded writhes pain 
And dies among his worshippers. 


Admirable the sentiment such state- 
ments are likely narcotic. World 
War came too dangerously near see- 
ing every genuinely human value our 
civilization lost the barbarism what 
was probably the most schooled nation 


the world. the infamy barbarism and 


the perversion government there will 
have been blacker crime against civiliza- 
tion than Oscewin, Buchenwald, Dachau, 
and Lidice. 

every country Communists with the 
loaded dice infiltration and propaganda 
are destroying the very things they claim 
they aspire achieve their use shib- 
boleth the great moving terms modern 
life, humanity, liberty, freedom and democ- 
racy, their amazingly efficient techniques 
well their cunning and ruthless- 
ness. Only things happen and are thus 
past correction will the dupes know that 
they have been duped and will there stand 
revealed the duplicity their leaders and 
guides now convulsed mocking laughter 
the success their deceit and their 
hypocrisy. How carefully planned, how 
adroitly managed, how simple the first steps 
the process betrayal are spelled out 
all the planned cunning the Soviet 
spy ring Ottawa, Canada, well docu- 
mented through the heroism 
gence the code clerk Igor Gouzenko.

This 
the group from whom should expect the 
most ready perception the errors and 
wiles, deceits and hypocrisies the pseudo 
science, pseudo history, 
and religion those who would undermine 
civilization, but instead find, matter 
fact, they are the most gullible promo- 
ters. The intellectual Minute Men 
social destiny fail us. is, therefore, 
special interest that college people 
trained should play their part the 
fense and development their country and 
their civilization. Reason not 
without discipline, without responsibility, 
without character. 


Decentralize Government

would stop turning inevitably 
government solve all our social prob- 
and find ourselves the capacity 
for organization outside government 
well such movements the co-opera- 
movement with its one- 
man-one-vote policy, could keep the 
government within its proper 
ghere, and make popular control possible. 
This typical some the practical 
measures that the college graduate could 
take has been prepared for his social 
responsibilities even the merely social 
level. 


The Nature Government 


However, the college graduate’s interest 
must deeper. must understand the 
very nature government itself and par- 
the social instrument gov- 
emment called the State. The propaganda 
the communist definitely make the 
state central life.

There 
legitimate field for the operation the 
State—the common welfare the citi- 
must have every support the 
citizen when operates its legiti- 
mate field. The danger comes when there 
Sconceived assumed attitude om- 
and the State expected take 
the place providence God and religion 
life the people. The educated man 
must keep mind that the State 
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means end. The end the welfare 
the individual citizen. should operate 
with the consent the governed. Its ulti- 
mate justification what happens the 
quality the life the individual citizen. 
The building great public structures 
any kind—dams, bridges, highways, 
theaters, social centers the establishment 
great public policies principles law, 
have significance only their effect the 
actual life the individual citizen. The 
State not, some think, mystic entity 
calling for religious fanaticism its own. 
merely piece practical political 
machinery that may changed whenever 
the will the people wish and ex- 
pressed through the regular channels for 
decision. 


Moral Law Universal 


The problem the State raises more 
fundamental issue: the need for asser- 
tion the universality the moral law 
over all individuals and over all nations 
and over every sphere life. One the 
commonest dangers the modern state 
its disavowal moral responsibility. Its 
acts are, presumably, its own justification 
and philosophy called “statism,” has 
been elaborated which justifies this concep- 
tion the state. The great need connec- 
tion with the theory the state is, put 
most simply, the effective assertion that 
politics subordinate to- ethics. the 
actual operation the economic, political, 
and social activities there need for

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binding acceptance the actors their 
responsibility the moral law and spir- 
itual values. part the technique for 
the advancement science make the 
fields economics, politics, and sociology 
self-contained and complete within them- 
selves.

The moment science translated 
into the practical fields human life the 
intellectual organization 
ment into experience else its limited 
vision may dangerous human welfare. 
talk about the “economic man” the 
study economics all right long 
you keep your assumptions clear, but the 
moment you get into the field human 
life there such thing “economic 
man.” Man may be, Aristotle said, 
political animal, but not merely 
political animal his life citizen. 
The conception the totality complete- 
ness human life needs replace the 
divisive and partial views which the 
blinders science reveal regarding man. 
essentially and primarily moral 
with the meaning life, its values, its 
purpose. These are the things that must 
central his actual living well his 
practical thinking about his relations 
himself, his neighbor, his God. 


Our Responsibility 


You will tested. Think not that the 
temptations Christ the desert are not 
your temptations.

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ERHAPS never the history Christian 
education has there been great need 
for the early development the aesthetic 
sense the young there today. Children 


are confronted from their earliest years with 
the materialistic and the grotesque; conse- 
quently, imperative that they learn early 
how discriminate between the true and the 
false, between the beautiful and the absurd. 
The duty directing the development these 
powers discrimination naturally devolves 
upon the teachers the elementary school 
means thorough Christian art education. 
the purpose this article discuss the 
meaning and aims Christian art education, 
the objectives necessary for the attainment 
these aims, and the role the teacher this 
program. 


Art Consciousness 

Christian art education possible only 
when the teacher herself truly Christian and 
imbued with sound principles art. For her, 
knowing these principles not sufficient; she 
must apply them the elements art the 
design everyday living. Neither stressing 
them the formal art lessons enough. Merely 
setting aside periodically hour for art will 
not bring about art education. Art con- 
sciousness must permeate the whole life the 
child, and must vital part the whole 
school pattern. There should correlation and 
integration with the other subjects, par- 
ticular with religion. The motivation the art 
activities must worthy Christian; that 
is, all selfishness and self-interest must 
foreign the teacher and the child. The teach- 
must consider the good the child all 
times and insist that whatever makes 
statue, picture, rug—he makes well. 
This making well differentiates the artist from 
other human beings who make things. Here 
the teacher can draw the child’s attention 
the passage Sacred Scripture, that “God 
saw all the things that had made, and they 
were very good.” (Gen. 31.) 

Knowledge and Skill 

The child must strive imitate this per- 

fection God making. That implies two-

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fold effort: one, acquire the knowledge 
essary know how the object made 
well, and the other, willing make 
well. The teacher must aware both 
these factors; she must realize that know 
how make object well, must first 
conceived the mind; and willing 
make well, skill must acquired. form 
that imposed the material must 
harmony with the purpose the object; 
that the materialization the idea which 
the child conceived his intellect. 

Suppose that child wants carve statue

the teacher succeeds guiding the child con- 
sistently make things perfectly, will form 
habit, and thus will produce works art 
that conform, according St. Thomas, 
“right reason making.” 


Soul, Mind, and Body 


conformity with these principles, what 
Christian art expected accomplish the ele- 
mentary grades? the broad sense, truly 
Christian art education aims develop the 
whole child, body and soul, intellect and will, 
harmony with Christo-centric philosophy 
life. Furthermore, Christian art must not 
only stress what essential art such, 
but must also include what makes philos- 
ophy life Christian. must provide art 
experiences that accord with the spirit 
Christ, that will induce the child lift his 
heart and mind God and deepen his devo- 
tion public and private worship. 

accomplish these aims, 
planned art education must include its 
scope six definite objectives. should, first 
all, provide experiences that challenge the 
ability the child for developing his powers 
thinking and visualizing; secondly, offer 
him opportunities toward the acquisition 
the visual arts; 
thirdly, develop better understanding the 
works other people and other nations; 


All these trust their hands, and every one 
wise his own They shall strength- 
the state the world, and their prayer shall 
the work their craft, applying their 
‘soul, and searching the law the Most 
High.

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fourthly, add his enjoyment these works 
through personal experiences and observation:

give wholesome stimulation the teacher 
must possess unlimited supply enthus- 
iasm that bubbles over with ideas and plans. 
This enthusiasm must combined with ‘an 
infinite amount patience and forbearance. 
The teacher’s possession these qualities 
greater asset than the ability demonstrate 
the art lesson. Every elementary teacher 
should strive attain this ideal, combining 
enthusiasm and patience with the ability 
illustrate necessary difficult phases 
art lesson. 

give unstinted encouragement the teach- 
must possess insight into the individual 
needs, characters, and abilities the children. 
unquestionable that the timid, hesitating 
child needs more encouragement than the for- 
ward, self-satisfied type child. word 
encouragement given child the right 
moment may open the flood gates his 
imagination. 

If, added these qualities, the teacher takes 
time prepare her art lessons she does 
every other subject, and ready forget her- 
self and her convenience the interest the 
children, she should accomplish what ex- 
pected for her grade level. When all efforts are 
combined with the ability demonstrate the 
fundamental principles art the spirit 
Christ, the teacher accomplishes her part 
develop true Christian art that will “strengthen 
the state the world” using “right reason 
making.” 
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Audio-Visual Education: 


HEN audio-visual education men- 

tioned most people immediately think 
moving pictures. The motion picture 
means the only most widely used visual 
aid. The more common visual aids include: 
blackboards, bulletin boards, charts, pic- 
tures, graphs, globes, maps, models, phono- 
graphs, public address system, radio, school 
journey, opaque projector, film strips, mo- 
tion pictures. This discussion will lim- 
ited some the newest visual educa- 
tion, namely, opaque projector, the film 
strip projector with slide attach- 
ment, and the moving picture. 

You may ask why this sudden demand 
for streamlined audio-visual program 
education. The answer will found the 
success achieved the armed forces 
their use audio-visual techniques. Our 
men assimilated battle materials faster and 
more thoroughly and more uniformly than 
anyone dreamed possible. great deal 
the instruction was centered around audio- 
visual materials. Gilbert Johnson even goes 


far state that teach without 


audio-visual material was almost un- 
thinkable teach without students. But 
the question arises, how were the armed 
forces set such successful pro- 
gram short time, while civilian edu- 
cators have struggled along for more than 
years trying establish workable pro- 
gram? The armed forces had what needed 
for success, namely, practically unlimited 
funds, best qualified personnel for putting 
over, and they were unhampered tra- 
dition. Now that the armed forces have 
blazed the way, much easier for civil- 
ian educators introduce audio-visual 
aids. course, there will few die- 
hards, among both educators and taxpayers.

During the follow-up, the instructor has 
opportunity clinch key points. Some- 
one has given this good advice, “Don’t 
use film arouse interest and then 
neglect capitalize the interest aroused.”

The adjustment service Lourdes fourfold, consisting the 
testing program throughout the school, setting the individualized 
materials the tool subjects the classrooms, the remedial coaching 
the retarded pupils, and the conducting debating club 
enrichment project and challenge superior pupils. 


Our General Testing Program

First-Grade Testing Program 


The first-grade testing program consists two tests, particular, 
the Metropolitan Reading Readiness Test and the Pintner 
Test.

Adjustment Room Schedule 


The morning hours the adjustment room are devoted exclusively 
remedial arithmetic; the afternoon remedial reading for the 
pupils retarded reading, and the debating club composed the 
pupils the eighth grades. One hour week reserved 
for servicing the home rooms with materials for individualized reading 
and arithmetic.

Porteus says 
that the dull child educationally neglected. happens times that 
the so-called dull child really not dull all. For some reason 
due sickness, changing school, undesirable home con- 
these children have fallen the way and have become re- 
Usually the lowest six children each home room are 
for special help. These children are absent from their home 
for one half hour only. Thus, they retain their social status 
with their regular classmates. The schedule arranged that they 
not miss the presentation the regular classwork the grade. 
example, while the pupils the home room are making applica- 
the work presented the home room, the children who need 
help the adjustment room for one half hour. 

Diagnostic tests are given every newcomer the adjustment 
tom. these tests the specific weakness each child each process 
readily can learned. The old classic weaknesses stand 
facts, the zero difficulties, fractions, decimals, 
and percentage. 

Throughout the school the general testing there healthy 
cultivated regarding the results the tests. The children 
taught interpret their ratings and face the need special 
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help certain subjects. There more odium attached the 
need for special help one subject another the adjustment room 
than there call the dentist’s when one has toothache. 
The fact, too, that the superior pupils the adjustment room, 
makes room for advancement and accomplishment. 


Arithmetic Work-Record Cards

Returning the assignment file, the pupil will choose the next as- 
signment and with confidence sit down his task. There such 
thing disciplinary problem the adjustment room.

The work the children closely ob- 
served. soon begins flounder sent the board and 
there taught and retaught the process hand. Eagerly, each group 
continues throughout the morning. The children walk through the 
system like young athletes, steadily and surely progressing their goal.

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Adjustment Room Report Cards 


Special report cards are issued the adjustment room, showing the 
progress each child. These reports home with the regular class- 
reports, and are signed the parent and returned. the back 
the card recorded the data concerning the child, his rating when 
came into the adjustment room, his mental ability grade expectancy 
deviation, and his progress from quarter quarter. Duplicates these 
cards various colors, indicating each grade, are filed the adjust- 
ment room. When glancing down these colored records, one able 
note the grade where the greater percentage retardation occurs, 
and how long persists throughout the grades. pupil enters the 
adjustment room the third grade and given blue card, blue 
kept for his record until succeeds obtaining suitable rating for 


classroom work.

The 
answers these questions will assist choos- 
ing wisely second tongue. 


Types Artificial Languages 


Confusion language has been present since 
the tower Babel. According Holy Writ 
before the Lord came down see what the 
children Adam were building, “the earth 
was one tongue, and the same speech.” 
(Gen. 11:1), but when the Lord was displeased 
with his people who were attempting build 
atower with its top reaching heaven, con- 
founded their tongue, “that they may not 
understand one another’s speech,” and 
remembered that “the language the 
whole world was confounded.” 

Since the tower Babel, men have found 
the need some universal language the 
interest international trade and understand- 
The languages the early traders and 
manufactured contact languages devised for 
between travelers and native 
Peoples, have served men business since 
time. With the growth the Roman 
empire, its language, Latin, was, for all prac- 
tical purposes, universal language. When 
declined its value agent com- 
Munication, scholars and men affairs looked 
for another linguistic vehicle. They had ob- 
that several types gestural language, 
the sign language created

Abbé (1775), and Abbé Sicard for 
the deaf and dumb and that created for mili- 
tary use had been universally acceptable. They 
knew too that the signs algebra were inter- 
nationally understood. Many living languages 
were proposed for world communication, par- 
ticularly French, language considered nec- 
essary for any diplomat, but none found 
enough followers gain acceptance uni- 
versal basis. 

René Descartes, the French philosopher, 
about the time our Pilgrim Fathers were 
worrying about New England winters, be- 
came interested mathematical symbols 
for universal tongue. could see nothing 
incompatible theory universal tongue, 
but apparently had some doubts its 
creation for wrote letter Mer- 
senne, hold that this tongue (universal 
language) possible, but not ever 
hope see use” (Edition Cousin, Bk. 
61). 

early 1661, Dalgarno Scotland 
worked out plan for universal language, 
and Wilkins (1668), who had written essay 
the nature symbols language and the 
need philosophical language, finally per- 
fected means communication based upon 
some forty signs. 

Leibniz, who had marvelous background 
philosophy and science, looked for artificial 
language that would serve the purpose 
philosophers. one his numerous letters, 
presented plan for universal communica- 
tion. held that must composed 
simple symbols, each with absolute value, 
and its syntax subject the laws logic. 
realized that the fewer the symbols, the easier 


tongue could learned, but knew that 
each symbol was not rigorously determined 
relation idea, and combinations 
them were not made according philosophical 
law, meaning could not transferred prop- 
erly. became acquainted with the fact that 
the Jesuits brought European scholars 
knowledge the Chinese language, and saw 
possibilities forming some universal lan- 
guage adopting the script monosyl- 
labic tongue like Chinese. 

Before 1881, when German priest, John 
Martin Schleyer, brought forth universally 
recognized language called many 
man-made linguistic creations were attempted, 
but did not like have much success. 
This artificial language spread like wildfire 
throughout the world, but died rapidly. 
did, however, give mighty impetus the 
supposed values found universal 
tongue, and did awaken interest world- 
wide commercial tongue. fact, suggested 
other international means communications 
like Idiom Neutral (1903), which resembled 
Volapiik, but far away from its 
principles. 

Perhaps the most widely known the man- 
made tongues was Esperanto created Dr. 
Ludwig Zamenhof, Russian Jew born 
the middle the nineteenth century. His at- 
tempts form practical means interna- 
tional communication gained strong support 
throughout the world. fact, his 
great commercial backing. one time Espe- 
ranto was used numerous publications, both 
for fiction and translations. was even taught 
many schools different parts the world. 

The supremacy Esperanto was challenged 
the followers Ido, the brain child 
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Louis Beaufront France. Although not 
widely accepted Esperanto, had many 
linguistic advantages not found the former. 

Interlingua was devised 1908 the 
Italian, Giuseppe Peano, who felt that Latin 
could simplified, and, modern dress, 
would able regain its ancient prestige, 
not only universal language among 
scholars, but medium suitable for men 
commerce. Peano was successful chopping 
off much the needless traditional appendages 
that have clung most the living tongues. 
gave Interlingua vocabulary about 
14,000 elements based upon the Latin words 
generally found the European languages. 
Peano’s strong point was not creating log- 
ical arrangement for his language. Thus critics 
have maintained Interlingua weak its 
means securing clear meaning for thought. 

Novial, conceived Jespersen, the famous 
Danish linguist (died 1943), was scientifically 
established, but did not win the acclaim 
that might forecasted for such monu- 
mental work. The more recent attempt place 
international language into the field that 
the followers Basic English, not arti- 
ficial language, but revision living one, 
devised Ogden. This effort now 
being presented the popular mind 
means communication international trade 
and politics. Basic English has the advantage 
over many artificial languages word econ- 
omy. The 850 words Basic English are not 
secured any type statistical method, nor 
are they the words which most often appear 
the world’s classics, but those commonly found 
thé definition ordinary objects. One might 
grow tired however using the same sixteen 
verbs necessary explain being and action, 
and the repetition linking words and ad- 
verbs, but will not disagree with the re- 
mark that Basic English has great possibilities 
for world-wide code communication. 

Long before the first World War, persons 
felt universal language successful for com- 
mercial use might serve the interests world 
peace. Many educators, for example, were 
bending their effort remove linguistic differ- 
ences that were held constant source 
international misunderstanding. They 
pointed out that long the 1800 million 
people the world spoke some 1500 lan- 
guages, unity effort toward peace was im- 
possible. these languages, some 230 million 
people speak the Indian tongues, about 200 
million the English language, along with some 
120 million that have kindred tongues Eng- 
lish and belong the Teutonic family lan- 
guages. the Romance family are another 
200 million, and the Slavic section are some 
190 million more. Even universal language 
could not developed, many men thought 
that language might created for this In- 
dian-European branch which has many com- 
mon factors not only language but social 
customs and traditions. common symbols 
communication were devised, there would 
less confusion regarding world problems, and 
men Europe and India would have better 
understanding one another and their com- 
mon problems.

The Pro’s and Con’s 


The first reason presented for the creation 
this language was the need common 
language for the scientists and the philos- 
ophers. The need for one common language 
still exists, but even when Esperanto any 
other international language was its peak 
popularity with publications and rabid fol- 
lowers, philosophers, and scientists made small 
use scientific gatherings. Even grant- 
ing any the artificial languages suitable 
for use scientists philosophers, this 
reason hardly strong enough warrant 
student’s interest it. 

The second reason for world language 
its service world business and international 
trade. This reason makes sense many young 
men and women who are not interested the 
argument that Basic English with its sixteen 
verbs cannot effective transfer values 
English which has remarkably “rich and 
subtle verbal system.” They must check each 
artificial language observe its own values. 
few people are speaking Esperanto, may 
have remarkable system creating its sym- 
bols, yet they will find practically useless 
for international trade. Any arbitrary language 
have value must have wide following. 
Unfortunately few the older systems arti- 


ficial communication have this world-wide 
membership that can share the meaning 
symbols. Basic English today struggling 
raise its head above the criticisms its weak- 
nesses, but will always remain code 
guage without the strength the true English 
tain meanings value certain professional 
and business groups, but cannot studied 
anyone who expects gain from cultural 
values. 

The third reason heard for artificially 
created tongue that has values remov- 
ing causes war, and promoting world 
peace.

Invented languages are for all practical pur- 
poses system communication which may 
great benefit for professional and busi- 
ness men who may need code order 
transfer certain information one the other. 
Unless student has specific reason for 
learning code that is, the best, limited 
means expression, might better learn 
some language which might assure him some 
cultural benefits.

She did not know that her 
administration the tests (each teacher 
administered the tests her own class re- 
gardless the amount experience she may 
may not have had) might have been 
variable error invalidating all the results. She 
did not know that Johnny rated the score 
subnormal because was upset over the 
fact that his mother was not home get 
his breakfast. She never dreamed that Lucy 
lost half the time waiting told 
the page. broke his pencil and the 
time got another, had dropped from 
the superior range the upper levels 
borderline. Sarah could not read very fast 
because she had forgotten her glasses and 
all looked like great big blur her. She 
scored very well, the teacher never 
imagined Sarah was low grade imbecile, 
but must true because that was her 
score. 

When student visited this class, the 
teacher pointed out the various children and 
volunteered their I.Q.’s. She called two boys 
who were twins the front the class and

Many young men and women will grad- 
uated from our high schools during the spring. 
Some these graduates will institutions 
higher learning, while more than half will 
forced seek employment and then 
what they can night school, and various 
ways further their education. When one 
considers that great number have received 
much Catholic training they will able 
obtain regular class, the question 
how they will meet the problems confronted 
the outside world presents itself. They will 
have become adjusted new surroundings 
with more less danger their faith and 
Catholic ideals. their place employment, 
secular institutions learning, and 
other contacts they will, undoubtedly, en- 
counter radicals greater less degree, 
while the insidious snares communism will 
confront them every turn. These dangers 
have been foreseen their religious teachers 
who have tried prepare youth conquer 
them. Placed now much upon their own re- 
sources, the youth will have depend largely 
upon church instructions, the Catholic press, 
and carefully chosen associates keep alive 
their Catholic ideals. not possible help 
our young people forming the right as- 
sociates social way our parishes and 
thus escape many dangers which other- 
wise would exposed. Unfortunately the 
young people’s contacts social way have 
not received much attenti the average 
parish serious thought might suggest. 

During school years the young students had 
their class and other school friends besides 
the guidance their teachers. Graduation has 
broken many these ties, companions have 
left town for college, others have scattered, 
while the graduate who has taken the car 
the edge town for class, settles his home 
parish almost complete stranger. These new- 
comers well the young people general 
the parish, desire acquaintance and com- 
panionship, but they are usually confused and 
helpless. Does the parish not have some social 
clubs come the rescue? When one reads 
the many questions sent Catholic papers, 
the many letters sent social editors, 
inclined wonder why the Sunday Visitor 
and the Extension are the only Catholic papers 
which seem welcome the opportunity 
help solving social and marriage prob- 
lems for our young people. Many diocesan 
papers could give better service for our young 
people, making unnecessary for them 
refer such questions social editors secular 
papers, who frequently give advice contrary 
the ideals our faith. 

One wonders why young people, even from 
our Catholic schools, should not have received 
better understanding the fundamentals 
what will the life vocation the greater 
number; why they should confused 
matters courtship and marriage, which 
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leaves the impression, rather 
grounded conviction, that the religion course 
our Catholic high schools, could profitably 
revised without becoming too modern. 
course many the questions young people 
ask come within the domain dogma, moral, 
canon law, and have answered with 
“Consult your confessor” but most such 
questions are for social advice how and 
where make social contacts and keep within 
honorable limits. Acquaintances made now 
will very likely influence their choice life 
partner. Even casual look the mixed 
the average parish; the number 
broken homes and their train evils, 
might cause one ask: some prudent and 
sympathetic guidance could not given 
social way with view reducing mixed 
marriages well giving our young people 
honest feeling that they belong?

The Deaf and the Hard-of-Hearing

VEN the above title written expect 

run into the usual controversy this 
subject and many shades opinion. 
comparatively recent years, that is, before 
hearing loss any type degree was given 
close scrutiny, all persons defective this 
sense were “deaf” or, the backwoods, 
“deef.” Then came the dawn. 


Just Deaf 


There question the educational 
social status the child adult who was 
born without hearing and who, consequently, 
failed acquire speech the normal manner 
—through imitation heard speech. This 
child’s problems are perfectly obvious and are 
met for him any large number 
private and state schools for the deaf. Even 
though taught speak through artifi- 
cial means and read the lips with some skill, 
still deaf.

Hard Hearing 


Who then are the hard hearing? 


hard hearing, the first place, are sound 
conscious and always will be. They 
normal hearing long enough have 
indelible mental impressions all sound 
normal social communicaton. follows 
that they acquired speech and language the 
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manner. some cases the hearing 
defect whatever degree remains static. 
others there have been years gradually less- 
acuity, during which time these people 
absorb much what sound 
contributes any normal life, especially that 
the human voice. They still hear conversa- 
but with more less difficulty. They are 
jord hearing. The true hard hearing 
has place, should have none, 
school for the deaf. 

With smaller number hearing loss has 
progressed finally total deafness. Yet 
mother group has experienced rapid progres- 
sion the defect, severe degree im- 
even total deafness, with more 
less sudden onset. Though this may happen 
emphasize the point that sound 
language background and the normal mental 
impressions the hearing world remain. 


The Deafened 

Right here enter the controversial field. 
How classify the youth adult who has lost 
practically all hearing after having enjoyed 
years normal nearly normal hearing? And 
what about the child who has become severely 
totally deafened after having acquired 
normal articulation and vocabulary suitable 
tohis age? Are these one with the congenitally 
deaf? Certainly, literal interpretation the 
“hard hearing” cannot include one 
who has hearing. 

important question is: what age did 
the loss become total, severe dis- 
count the possibility benefit from hear- 
ing aid? Where this has happened adult 
two points view have been given more 
less publicity. One favors the term 
“deafened” differentiate between this per- 
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son and one who has never had the faculty 
hearing and is, therefore, “deaf.” The 
second point view insists that the term 
“deafened” confusing and misleading and 
therefore only two classifications should 
used for the hearing handicapped, “deaf” and 
“hard hearing,” the former being divided 
into two groups: the congenitally and the 
adventitiously deaf. This latter point view 
considers only the condition the hearing, 
that is, functional, though defective, non- 
functional. The former point view takes 
into consideration the mental, speech and 
language development, even where the hearing 
longer functional. 


Outlook Optimistic 

Where total severe deafness appears 
later childhood adolescence, the question 
higher education and special training enters 
the picture and increases the number angles 
from which view possible classifications for 
the victim. Superior intelligence may override 
many the obstacles that beset the young 
person’s path, and may, through sheer de- 
termination and courage, hold his own the 
familiar environment believes right- 
fully his. The world may call this young person 
deaf, yet not one with the congenitally 
deaf. 


Special Problem 


Finally, there the child younger ele- 
mentary school age who loses all practically 
all hearing within short time. Though this 
child may have acquired normal articulation 
and fairly good command language, his 
education the beginning stage, his vocab- 
ulary that early childhood, and his ex- 
tremely limited experience with the normal 
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world sound may fade from memory. Edu- 
cationally speaking, this young child deaf. 
Trained teachers the deaf should 
charge his education. 

Reviewing the situation, quite evident 
even the casual observer that care must 
taken the educational classification the 
child adolescent who not normal hear- 
ing. Grave mistakes may made the edu- 
cation this child that may deprive him 
the fuller life his potentialities indicate, and 
full spiritual maturity. 


Social Classification 


for the social classification hearing 
handicapped adults, differences have been 
termed sheer nonsense. There too little space 
here for analysis the mental attitudes that 
separate one group from another. Even though 
classifications dropped the wayside, be- 
lieve each hearing handicapped person will 
gravitate eventually toward his own kind, that 
is, toward his own mental level, toward con- 
genial personalities and 
whether these found among the hearing, 
the partially hearing, the nonhearing. 


quite likely, however, that each will seek 


much his companionship within the group 
which received his education, and 
which his social opportunities are most 
abundant. 

There are times when classifications are de- 
manded. discussion this handicap and 
its treatment among educators, social workers, 
and spiritual directors, clear-cut distinctions 
should made, especially between the true 
deaf and the true hard hearing. Unless each 
understands what the others mean, compar- 
ison experiences can made, and only 
confusion results.

Chemistry subject logical sequence 
everywhere but the high schools and col- 
leges the country. confirm this point 
one need only gather the textbooks the 
elementary course before him and make 
short study their order presenting the 
topics.

The children noted that the second bou- 
quet died much sooner than the first, and made 
their own scientific deductions. 

also found some caterpillars our trips 
the park. These were put into jar with 
some leaves and twigs, and the leaves were 
faithfully sprinkled with water each morning. 
Our caterpillars ate busily for three four 
days, then obligingly spun their cocoons for 
us. One the cocoons dried up, but the other 
developed, time, into hard shiny chrysalis. 
The children examined this from time time, 
speculating with lively interest the growth 
taking place within, and the development 
the wings. excellent picture story this 
phenomenon nature contained the 
science reader; Through The Year. 

Another source wonder our busy little 
naturalists was glass containing wet news- 
paper and ordinary white beans.

The air enclosed areas such schoolrooms, contains countless 
numbers bacteria and other microorganisms floating about, which 
continual source contamination the occupants. These flying 
microbes increase numbers with every sneeze cough and may 
spread disease every person the room. Tests show that the 
majority germs expelled into the air not settle immediately 
the floor was once believed, but may remain alive floating the air 
aday more. The random air currents the room, caused drafts 
windows, doors, and heating and ventilating systems, constantly 
circulate the bacteria thoughout the room. Sterilamps placed in- 
direct fixtures, mounted the walls suspended from the ceiling, 
constantly irradiate the upper portion the atmosphere with bacteria- 
destroying ultraviolet rays. When the convection currents the room 
germs into the irradiated area, both the pathogenic and non- 
pathogenic organisms are killed immediately.

The lamps operate standard 115-volt a.c. power, and 
each unit consumes approximately the same amount electric power 
the ordinary 25-watt light bulb. The cost, including the lamp and 
fixture, between $30 $40 unit and, therefore, the complete 
equipment for average-size classroom between $100 and $150.

Serums, vaccines, 
and other such perishable products are prepared under the most
